OKINAWA EXEMPTION 
The new directive, announc- 
ed yesterday, also exempted 
from the dependents cut mili­ 
tary families stationed in Oki­ 
nawa, the Guantanamo Naval 
Base in Cuba and installations 
in the Azores, Mexico, Canada 
and Panama. There are 30,549 
American military dependents 
in these areas. 


President 
Eisenhower 
or­ 
dered the restriction on serv­ 
icemen’s families overseas four 
weeks ago as part of his pro­ 
gram to stem the nearly four- 
billion-dollar annual drain of 
American gold and dollars. 


MANY COMPLAINTS 
This brought complaints from 
military leaders and congress­ 
ional defense experts that the 
limit of servicemen’s wives and 
children overseas would shat­ 
ter morale and might cause 
mass resignations. 


Instead of cutting the 484,- 
000 overseas dependents to 
200.000 as Eisenhower directed, 
the new orders allow the serv­ 
ices to reduce to about 265,000. 


In addition, instead of being 
required to reduce at a rate of 
15.000 a month beginning in 
January, the services mill be 
allowed to set their own rat# 
for the return.

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Episcopal Diocese 
Against Book Ban 


The Episcopal Diocese of Cal­ 
ifornia 
today 
aligned 
itself, 
through its department of edu­ 
cation, against “irresponsible 
or hasty censorship” of books 
on 
Tamalpais 
Union 
H i g h 
School District’s recommended 
reading list. 


Rev. Canon Trevoy A. Hoy, 
director of education for the 
diocese, which includes some 
150 E p i s c o p a l churches, 
wrote the Tamalpais district 
board 
expressing 
concern 
over attempts by Rev. Mich­ 
ael Barkowska of Calvary 
Baptist Church and several 
other clergymen to have “Off 
Mice and Men” and “Catcher 
in the Rye” removed from 
high school library shelves 
and the reading list. 


The Episcopal diocese will 
have a representative present 
at the Tam board meeting next 
Monday night at Redwood High 
School, Canon Hoy said. 
His letter to the board de­ 
clared: 
“A number of our clergy are 
concerned 
about the efforts 
that have been made by a group 
of ministers in Marin County to 
criticize 
the 
use 
of certain 
books in your school. Specifi­ 
cally 
mentioned 
have 
been 
‘Catcher in the Rye’ and ‘Of 
Mice and Men.* 


“While we recognize it is 
the duty of the school admin­ 
istration 
to 
assign 
books 
w hich are appropriate to the 
experience and age level of 
children and teen-agers, we 
wish to let you know that the 
grounds upon which these se­ 
lections are being attacked 
are 
not 
shared 
by 
many 
Christians.

contemporary culture. It may, 
indeed,

bringing college students and 
adults to grasp some of the 
religious issues of the day. 
“Moreover, we are not fear­ 
ful of books which speak un­ 
favorably of the church or de­ 
pict people using God’s name 
in vain . , 


The letter expressed hope 
“that no undue pressure will 
be brought to bear upon your 
board that will encourage 
irresponsible or hasty cen­ 
sorship.” 
It 
closed 
with, 
“trusting you 
will let us 
know if there Is some fur­ 
ther way in which we can 
support you at any time in 
preserving our civil 
liber­ 
ties.” 


Rev. D. Murray Hammond, 
rector of the Church of Our 
Saviour in Mill Valley and dean 
of the Convocation of Marin, 
which includes all Episcopal 
churches in Marin County, said 
he shares Rev. Hoy’s views, and 
added: 


“The 
principle 
criteria of 
that wfhich our high school stu­ 
dents read must be a perfection 
of the writing and the truth 
that is set forth, not one or 
more of the 10 Commandments, 
Indeed, were the criteria off the 
10 Commandments applied to 
such a book as the Hoty Bible, 
there would be very little of 
the Old Testament left. I trust 
that the democratic process will 
not allow the misguided scru­ 
ples of a few to become the 
standard of teaching in our 
public schools ”

U.S. Personal Income Stays Steady 
WASHINGTON (UPD — T h e 
Commerce Department reports 
that,, despite a growing work 
force, personal income—one of 
the key yardsticks of the na­ 
tion's prosperity — remained 
steady in November, neither 
rising or falling. 
Wage and salary payments 


dropped as manufacturing pay­ 
rolls shrank for the sixth con­ 
secutive month, the depart­ 
ment reported yesterday. The 
over-all personal income total 
held steady, however, because 
of an offsetting increase in pay. 
ment of unemployment insur­ 
ance. 


The November stalemate, the 
second this year, left personal 
income at the record yearly 
rate reached in October of 
409.5 billion dollars. But for 
the first 11 months of the year, 
it was at an annual rate of 
404.1 billion dollars, making it 
appear doubtful the final 12- 


month total would reach the 
405 billion officially forecast 
by the department. 
With the work force growing 
by more than one million per­ 
sons a year, personal, income 
usually rises each month unless 
there are unfavorable econom­ 
ic developments. 
Included in the personal in­ 
come total are wages, salaries, 
rents, dividends, interest, gov­ 


ernment benefit payments and 
the earnings of proprietors, 
farmers and professional per­ 
sons. 
The department said manu­ 
facturing payrolls fell by 700 
million dollars at annual rates 
last month “as both employ­ 
ment and average hours work­ 
ed in November declined more 
than sea son ally.’*

So wrote Shirley Temple in 
the guest book of Inverness 
Lodge after a recent visit with 
her family to the quaint West 
Marin hostelry which in spite 
of all Improvements by the Pro- 
kupeks during the past five 
years still retains all those old- 
world virtues that first attract­ 
ed this Czechoslovakian family 
to settle here. 
Guest pages at the lodge 
are filled with similar senti­ 
ments from other visitors who 
have come here to get away 
from the touch-and-go pace of 
the outside world, for this is 
primarily a place of peace and 
quiet. Many find the off-season 
more enjoyable than the sum­ 
mer months 
for this very 
reason. 
The time between Christmas 
and New Year’s will see the 
cabins at Inverness Lodge well 
'booked — I understand that 
many of them have already 
been reserved. If the thought 
of a quiet holiday season in 
Marin but away from home ap­ 
peals to you. here’s the place 
to go, but I’d advise you to 
make arrangements now. 
Actually there are two faces 
to the Prokupek’s interests in 
Inverness — the one described 
above and a captivatingly dif­ 
ferent one at Drake’s Arms in 
the heart of town. As with In­ 
verness Lodge, it is operated 
by Milan and Manka Prokupek 
and their son-in-law and daugh­ 
ter Vladimir and Alena Nevl. 
Milan Jr. is still too young to 
get in on the managerial end 
of the business but he is al­ 
ready 
showing 
considerable 
talent in cooking at the Lodge.

This may seem odd—a British 
pub run by Czechoslovakians 
serving American food and 
Danish beer, but it loses noth­ 
ing because of its international 
structure. 
Personally, I like its solid 
four-to-one martinis, its hot 
roast beef sandwiches with 
German fried potatoes—a bit 
of cheesecake imported from 
the Lodge. 
Strangely enough, I’ve talked 
to many Marin residents who 
have never found their way 
out 
to 
Inverness — doubly 
strange because a 
constant 
stream of outsiders know and 
treasure its charm. 


NEW CHEF at San Rafael 
Joe’s is Val do Michetti, an old 
school chum of Hector Rubini 
—they both came from Tus­ 
cany and went through the 
Americanization school in San 
Francisco together. This is Val- 
do’s first appointment in Ma­ 
rin County, however. All should 
now be harmony in the kitch­ 
en, 
since 
Hector’s 
partner, 
Guido Farina, is also a Tuscan. 
Hector himself is all wrapped 
up in promoting his Red Rock 
Marina project in Richmond 
on the old ferry pier. Fishing is 
good, he says, and plans are 
being drawn for 1,000 berths, 
ready sometime next year.

SACRAMENTO W—Califor­ 
nia's 1.75-billion-dollar water 
bond issue won by a margin of 
163,444 out of nearly six mil­ 
lion votes cast in final figures 
released yesterday by Secre­ 
tary of State Frank M. Jordan. 
The Senate reapportionment 
measure, Proposition 15, was 
defeated by 1,531.905 votes—a 
margin of nearly two to one. 
The final vote on the big 
water bond issue. Proposition 
1, was Yes 3.008,328, No 2,834,- 
384. 
The vote on Proposition 15 
was Yes 1,876,185, No 3,408,185. 
NO GAIN FOR L.A. 
The reapportionment meas­ 
ure would have resuffled the 
40-member State Senate on a 
sectional - population basis in­ 
stead of the present geograph­ 
ical alignment. Los Angeles 
County would have gotten sev­ 
en seats. 
Proposition 1 is designed to 
pay for a vast water transpor­ 
tation system to haul surplus 
Northern California water to 
the arid south. 
The legislature lost on two 
measures: Proposition 2 to in­ 
crease assemblymen’s t e r m s 
from two to four years and 
Proposition 5 to boost all law­ 
maker’s pay from $500 to $750 
a month. Both were defeated 
by margins of close to 3 to 2. 


BIG M ARGIN 
Proposition 6, giving non­ 
profit golf courses a break on 
property taxes was approved 
by a margin of a little better 
than 3 to 2. 
The final count on all 15 bal­ 
lot propositions: 
1. Water bonds: Yes 3,008,- 
328, No 2,834,384. 
2. Assembly terms: Yes 2,- 
238,068, No 3,096,438. 
3. Veterans exemption: Yes 
4,591.464, No 1,107,722. 
4. State College Board terms: 
Yes 3.153,721, No 2.043.962.

clerks, and were delivered. 
The U.S. Post Office Depart­ 
ment ordered an investiga­ 
tion into reported “illegal 
mailings." 
“Of course there are some 
hues,”1 said Edward O. Camp­ 
bell, project manager for In­ 
telex which built the project. 
“But these are gradually being 
cleaned up. This is nothing se­ 
rious. As far as the post office 
and Intelex is concerned, the 
new post office is operating 
perfectly.”

Discussed Without Quorum 
Lack of a quorum prevented 
the Sausalito City Council from 
official action last night on the 
Marinship Master Plan, but it 
didn’t prevent a public discus­ 
sion. 
Two council members were 
present: Mayor Philip S. Ehr­ 
lich Jr. and Councilman Mar­ 
jorie Brady. 
Ten Marinship property own­ 
ers were present who took 
strong stands on these allega­ 
tions: 
1. The Importance of light 
Industry was minimized in plan­ 
ning consultant Frederick H. 
Allen’s plan. 
2. All of the light industry 
should be placed in a certain 
area and not be “checkerboard- 
ed” with apartments in Marin­ 
ship’ s 141 acres. 
3. The 32-foot height maxi­ 
mum should be eliminated. 
Mayor Ehrlich asked the 
property owners to keep up a 
constant effort to put circula­ 
tion and zoning plans into ef­ 
fect by keeping a “push” on the 
city planning commission and 
council. 
He suggested it would be 
helpful if the property owners 
would provide some kind of ex­ 
planation of the economic 
growtft and development of the 
Marinship area and a map 
showing location of plants. 
Cecil Muller of the Hercules 


Glue Co. said it would be help-; 
ful to property owners “if the 
council would come and see Ma­ 
rinship.”

UNSAFE TOYS CAN DIM 
HOLIDAY JOY — AND EYES! 


NEW YORK (UP!)— The toy you buy w ith the expecta­ 
tion of seeing your youngsters eves light up on Christmas 
morn could be the cause of their being dim m ed forever. 
Dr. John W. Ferree, executive director of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness, citing recent in­ 
juries to youthful eyes from m ishandled or unsafe toys, 
called on parents for a twin-pronged cam paign of judicious 
toy buying and Christm astide safety education. 
’ Parents have a tendency to give their children toys 
that are too advanced for them ,” Dr. Ferree said, 
‘‘and 
— most inept or inexperienced handling of the playthings 
leads to tragedy.” 
He told of the three-vear-old Boston girl hit in the 
right eye by a playm ate’s arrow. Also cited was the case 
of the Indiana boy who lost half his seeing-pow er when a 
B-B p ellet, fired by an 11-year-old playm ate, lodged in 
one eve. 
What is the proper age for such toys? 
‘ There is no definite set year at which any child can 
be ruled old enough for a particular plaything,"' Dr. Ferree 
said. 
“Rather than by chronological age, parents should 
determ ine the child’s ability by his em otional developm ent 
and past experience. 
“A youngster should be mature enough to know' the 
danger involved in a particular toy, and to understand 
com pletely the safe way to use it.” 
The expert warned against buying a potentially-haz- 
ardous toy for an older child if there is a danger that a 
younger one can at any tim e get his hands on it. 
Other Christmas safety tips from Dr. Ferree: 
— Avoid sharp edges and objects that break, leaving 
sharp edges. 
— W atch out for flam m able toys or costum es, mechani­ 
cal toys with exposed springs or gears, or poorly-construct­ 
ed playthings.

Re-stuffed Toys 


Before Christmas is the time 
to 
restore 
down-at-the-heels 
stuffed toys so they can be lov­ 
ed again by a new set of little 
owners.

Destroy Freedom

RE: Book Censorship sug­ 
gested by Michael Barkowska: 
The ideas this man ex­ 
presses are of the sort of 
thing that destroys freedom 
of learning and subsequently 
of thought. Even Christ never 
suggested such control of a 
human being’s learning. 
This “see-no-evil, hear-no- 
evil, do-no-evil” philosophy is 
the very basis of thought con­ 
trol. A man like this is dan­ 


gerous to the survival of hu­ 
man reason. 
I w'ould like to be the first 
signer of a petition to show 
that his is unfit to teach 
Christ’s 
basic 
philosophies. 
His ideas are fanatic — and 
idiotic—and incidentally, stu­ 
pid. 
Oddly enough, I agree with 
him that it is wTong to forbid 
the reading of the Bible in 
our public school classes. I 
think W6 should allow this— 
but I also believe that we 
should permit the reading of 
other great men’s teachings 
including Buddha, Shinto, Mo­ 
hammed. Plato, Socrates, etc. 
To insist on the worship of 
any of these I also think 
w'ould be equally wrong, I 
challenge him to agree to 
have these taught in our pub­ 
lic schools.

Undoubtedly he would 
also agree with the elimina­ 
tion of such books as that 
which Darwin might have 
penned. This whole thing is 
reminiscent of the “Monkey 
Trials” of Clarence Darrow’s 
time. 
He w'ould have our youth 
turn away from reality; from 
the basic freedoms w’e’re try­ 
ing to sell the rest of the 
world. 
I strongly suggest that Mr. 
Barkowska read all of the 
books—not “excerpts.” or to 
stop reading because his ten­ 
der senses are offended. He, 
too, might learn what Christ 
was trying to teach: humility, 
love of 0ther human 'beings, 
understanding of their basic 
drives, instincts, freedoms and 
failures—included those who 
used four-letter w’ords to ex­ 
press themselves. 
I also suggest he read the 
Kinsey Report, Freud, Jung, 
Bertrand Russell, and a few 
other people, he obviously is 
afraid to look at because he 
might have found something 
he fears the most—HIMSELF.

Books Should Be 
Judged On Whole

It is interesting to note, up­ 
on occasion, the efforts of cer­ 
tain 
self-appointed 
censors 
who set about telling other 
people what they should and 
should not read. No different 
are these people from those 
who censure government pol­ 
icy and other fields which 
very often they know nothing 
about. I find it incredulous 
that someone can lead an at­ 
tack on a literary w'ork not 
having read the objectionable 
material in its entirety. Those 
who 
would censure 
books 
would do well to read the 
1933 decision of Judge Wool- 
sey e x o n e r a t i n g Joyce's 
Ulysses of the charge of ob­ 
scenity. Much of what he said 
then can apply to works be­ 
ing written and published to­ 
day. The Supreme Court and 
The American Law Institute 
have stated that a work must 
be judged as a whole and not 
by certain words or phrases 
taken out of context. . . . 
If school children seek 
out literary trash, then, they 
don’t have to look for it on 
the school's library shelf. Any 
bookstore can supply their 
needs; any newsstand will 
give them what they wrant; 
even the mails can render ser­ 
vice. Parents should super­ 
vise the reading of their chil­ 
dren in most cases. But if 
their own reading is limited 
to The Wall Street Journal or 
The Watchtow’er I find it 
strange that they consider 
themselves competent critics 
of our current literature.

A THOUSAND YEARS ago, 
give or take a few decades, 
the C h i n e s e printed the 
world’s first known books. 
According 
to 
historians, 
those 
early volumes 
were 
rather cumbersome affairs, as 
compared with today’s pocket 
editions. Although printed on 
paper, which the Chnese also 
invented, their type was made 
of clay. Production, it is said, 
was on a somewhat limited 
scale. 
It was to be another cen­ 
tury before Europeans enter­ 
ed the publishing business to 
any degree, although for hun­ 
dreds of years mankind had 
attempted to record knowl­ 
edge in some form or another. 
For many years before Jo­ 
hannes Gutenberg of Mainz, 
Germany, first used moveable 
type to print the forerunner 
of books as we know them— 
his famous 42-line Bible — 
scholors 
laboriously 
wrote 
the histories of their cultures 
by hand, a process taking 
months and even years to 
produce a single volume. 
In most of Europe they 
wrote on sheets of vellum or 
papyrus. In the civilizations 
of Babylon and Nineveh in 
Asia Minor, the vehicles for 
the written word were clay 
tablets into w'hich symbols 
w*ere pressed before baking 
into a permanent record. 


AFTER GUTENBERG revo­ 
lutionized the industry, many 
of the men who had worked 
under him went into business 
for themselves, training oth­ 
ers who were to become the 
ancestors of today’s printers. 
As the 'written word became 
m o r e commonplace, m e n 
w’orked to improve and beau­ 
tify their handiwork — the 
type and the books them­ 
selves—bringing 
about the 
creations of such great de­ 
signers as Caslon of England, 
Koch of Germany, Goudy the 
American, and Fournier, Troy, 


De Golines and the Estienne 
family, all of France. 
Promoting the book busi­ 
ness into what it is today was 
not all beer and skittles. Nat­ 
urally, as has been the case 
with most of man’s attempts 
to raise himself above the 
level of animals, there was 
opposition to the whole idea. 


ALMOST AS SOON as the 
first books rolled off the 
presses, there was a standing 
line of zealots waiting to burn 
them. 
Two of the most success­ 
ful of this breed were Giro­ 
lamo Savonarloa, an Italian 
friar who worked at being a 
religious reformer, denounc­ 
ing the world for its wicked­ 
ness with zest and enthusiasm 
until, in 1498, he was finally 
hanged; and, of course, the 
man whose name has become 
synonymous w i t h cruelty, 
Thomas De Torquemada, a 
first-rate book-burner who, in 
passing, condemned an esti­ 
mated 2,000 persons to death 
by strangulation for holding 
un-Spanish thoughts during 
his 18 years as head of the 
inquisition. 
These two, like their prede­ 
cessors and those who have 
followed them, had one thing 
in common: They have all at­ 
tacked certain books on the 
grounds that the thoughts ex­ 
pressed therein did not meas­ 
ure up to their personal stan­ 
dards. 
All of which reminds me 
there are only eight shopping 
days until Christmas, and I* 
must remember to buy a cou­ 
ple of copies of John Stein­ 
beck’s “Of Mice and Men’*- 
_ and J. B. Salinger’s “Catcher^ 
in the Rye” for my teen-agers 
—on the off chance that the 
Tamalpais Union High School 
District trustees give in next 
Monday night before the cur­ 
rent attempt to remove these 
two outstanding examples of 
American literature from the 
school libraries.

MOBS SHOUTING “Cuba 
si, Yankee no” or “Russia 
yes, United States no,” are 
becoming a distressingly fa­ 
miliar part of the Latin Amer­ 
ican scene. 
Latest center in a brushfire 
series of violent anti-Ameri­ 
can demonstrations is Ecua­ 
dor—but with a difference.

Ecuador, about the size of 
the state of Colorado, lies on 
South America’s west coast 
between Colombia and Peru.

ITS PRESENT quarrel, in 
reality, is with Peru and dates 
back 130 years. 
It is over a huge triangular 
territory larger than Ger­ 
many, Switzerland and Italy 
combined East of the Andes 
on the headwaters of the 
Amazon River. Its inhabitants 
almost exclusively are wild 
Indian tribes. 
The tw’o nations fought over 
the territory almost from the 
moment Ecuador was pro­ 
claimed a republic in 1830. 
The dispute finally appeared 
settled in 1942 when both na­ 
tions signed a treaty in favor 
of Peru. Guaranteeing the 
treaty were the United States, 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 
On Sept. 1, President Jose 
Maria Velasco Ibarra announc­ 
ed in his inaugural address 
that Ecuador would no longer 
recognize the 1942 treaty. 


THE STIRRINGS of discon­ 
tent across the whole of Latin 
America have not skipped 
Ecuador. And in Ecuador the 
same basic elements are pres­ 
ent, illiteracy and poverty. As 
elsewhere, there also are the 
added element of Castroism 
and the new interest of Mos­ 
cow and Peiping. 
The 
head 
of 
Ecuador’s 
Chamber of Deputies was an 


ardent campaigner for Ve­ 
lasco and also is an outspoken 
admirer of Fidel Castro. 
Ecuador’s largest labor un­ 
ion, 
the 
Confederation 
of 
Ecuadorian Workers, is com­ 
munist-influenced, if not com­ 
munist-controlled. 
Velasco w?as not the first to 
voice 
Ecuador’s 
simmering 
discontent, 


IN 1955, ECUADOR accus­ 
ed Peru of massing 30,000 
troops for invasion of Ecua­ 
dor’s frontier. In 1959, she ac­ 
cused Peru of exaggerated 
rearming. The charges were 
not borne out but they were 
indicative of things to come. 
In the last four years, Ecua­ 
dor has been the recipient of 
U. S. or World Bank loans 
totalling around $50 million 
dollars, but Velasco frequent­ 
ly has been harshly critical 
of U. S. Latin American aid 
policies. 
Last week, the United States 
joined with Argentina, Bra­ 
zil and Chile against Ecua­ 
dor’s renewed demands for 
the disputed territory and an 
outlet to the Atlantic via the 
Amazon. 
Then Velasco turned th* 
mobs loose against the United 
States and, a la Castro, his 
foreign minister announced 
that if necessary: 
“We will ally ourselveS 
with Russia.”

NEW YORK (UPD — Building | 
of fewer homes played a big 
paf! in the failure of the na-j 
lion’s economy to get rolling 
this year, but new home con­ 
struction is expected to start 
the economy moving in 1961. 
Housing starts this year ap­ 
proached 1.3 million units, ap­ 
proximately 19 per cent below 
the 1959 figure of 1.6 million, 
and the Housing Institute looks ¡ 
for this figure to jump to 
1,375,000 in the new year. 
The institute said there are I 
many favorable factors for an 
upturn in housing starts, al-j 
though it may not come until■ 
sometime during the second 
quarter. The concensus among 
economists is for the economy 
to start picking up at mid-year. 


Among the favorable factors j 
are: 
1. Disposable p e r s o n a l in­ 
come should increase by about 
12 billion dollars next year, 
providing a higher level for 
home purchases. 
2. Consumers will start the 
ney year with record liquid 
assets and a very favorable fi­ 
nancial. position, despite the 
1 argc short-ternti debt. 
3. A continued increase in 
population to more than 181 
million should result in increas­ 
ed demands for new homes. 
4. The number of families in 
the middle income group—a 
big home buying category — 
continues to expand.

5. Vacany rates, which show­ 
ed a substantial gain in 1960.

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Episcopal Diocese 
Against Book Ban 


The Episcopal Diocese of Cal­ 
ifornia 
today aligned itself, 
through its department of edu­ 
cation, against “irresponsible 
or hasty censorship” of books 
on Tamalpais Union H i g h 
School District’s recommended 
reading list. 


Rev. Canon Trevoy A. Hoy, 
director of education for the 
diocese, which includes some 
150 E p i s c o p a l churches, 
wrote the Tamalpais district 
board 
expressing 
concern 
over attempts by Rev. Mich­ 
ael Barkowska of Calvary 
Baptist Church and several 
other clergymen to have “Of 
Mice and Men” and “Catcher 
in the Rye” removed from 
high school library shelves 
and the reading list. 


The Episcopal diocese will 
have a representative present 
at the Tam board meeting next 
Monday night at Redwood High 
School, Canon Hoy said. 
His letter to the board de­ 
clared: 
“A number of our clergy are 
concerned about the efforts 
that have been made by a group 
of ministers in Marin County to 
criticize the use of certain 
books in your school. Specifi­ 
cally 
mentioned 
have 
been 
‘Catcher in the Rye’ and ‘Of 
Mice and Men.’ 


“While we recognize it is 
the duty of the school admin­ 
istration 
to 
assign 
books 
which are appropriate to the 
experience and age level of 
children and teen-agers, we 
wish to let you know that the 
grounds upon which these se­ 
lections are being attacked 
are not shared by many 
Christians. 


“In the first place, ‘Catcher 
in the Rye’ has been found a 
most helpful description of our

contemporary culture. It may, 
indeed, have 
real value in 
bringing college students and 
adults to grasp some of the 
religious issues of the day. 
“Moreover, we are not fear­ 
ful of books which speak un­ 
favorably of the church or de­ 
pict people using God's name 
in vain . . 


The letter expressed hope 
“that no undue pressure will 
be brought to bear upon your 
board that will encourage 
irresponsible or hasty cen­ 
sorship.” 
It 
closed 
with, 
“trusting you will let us 
know if there is some fur­ 
ther way in which we can 
support you at any time in 
preserving our civil liber­ 
ties.” 


Rev. D. Murray Hammond, 
rector of the Church of Our 
Saviour in Mill Valley and dean 
of the Convocation of Marin, 
which includes all Episcopal 
churches in Marin County, said 
he shares Rev. Hoy’s views, and 
added: 


“The principle criteria of 
that which our high school stu­ 
dents read must be a perfection 
of the writing and the truth 
that is set forth, not one or 
more of the 10 Commandments. 
Indeed, were the criteria of the 
10 Commandments applied to 
such a book as the Holy Bible, 
there would be very little of 
the Old Testament left. I trust 
that the democratic process will 
not allow the misguided scru­ 
ples of a few to become the 
standard of teaching in our 
public schools.”

Czechoslovak Cooking Winning 
Friends Out In Far West Marin 


**A repository of many basic 
values in life—something for 
the mind, something for the 
heart, something for the pal­ 
a t e . . . " 
So wrote Shirley Temple in 
the guest book of Inverness 
Lodge after a recent visit with 
her family to the quaint West 
Marin hostelry which in spite 
of all improvements by the Pro- 
kupeks during the past five 
years still retains all those old- 
world virtues that first attract­ 
ed this Czechoslovakian family 
to settle here. 
Guest pages at the lodge 
are filled with similar senti­ 
ments from other visitors who 
have come here to get away 
from the touch-and-go pace of 
the outside world, for this is 
primarily a place of peace and 
quiet. Many find the off-season 
more enjoyable than the sum­ 
m er months 
for 
this 
very 
reason. 
The time between Christmas 
and New Year’s will see the 
cabins at Inverness Lodge well 
booked — I understand that 
many of them have already 
been reserved. If the thought 
of a quiet holiday season in 
Marin but away from home ap­ 
peals to you, here’s the place 
to go, but I’d advise you to 
make arrangements now. 
Actually there are two faces 
to the Prokupek’s interests in 
Inverness — the one described 
above and a captivatingly dif­ 
ferent one at Drake’s Arms in 
the heart of town. As with In­ 
verness Lodge, it is operated 
by Milan and Manka Prokupek 
and their son-in-law and daugh­ 
ter Vladimir and Alena Nevl. 
Milan Jr. is still too young to 
get in on the managerial end 
of the business but he is al­ 
ready 
showing 
considerable 
talent in cooking at the Lodge. 
Drake’s Arms was designed' 
by Gladys and Adolph Oko with 
a distinct British pub atmos­ 
phere. Another attraction from 
a dining standpoint is the price 
range wiiich is less than that 
at the Lodge and runs under 
$3.00 for good American fare. 
This may seem odd—a British 
pub run by Czechoslovakians 
serving American food 
and 
Danish beer, but it loses noth­ 
ing because of its international 
structure. 
Personally, I like its solid 
fo u r-to -o n e martinis, its hot 
roast beef sandwiches 
with 
German fried potatoes—a bit 
of cheesecake imported from 
the Lodge. 
Strangely enough, I’ve talked 
to many Marin residents who 
have never found their way 
out 
to 
Inverness — doubly 
strange 
because 
a 
constant 
stream of outsiders know and 
treasure its charm. 


NEW CHEF at San Rafael 
Joe's is Valdo Michetti, an old 
school chum of Hector Rubini 
—they both came from Tus­ 
cany and went through the 
Americanization school in San 
Francisco together. This is Val- 
do’s first appointment in Ma­ 
rin County, however. All should 
now be harmony in the kitch­ 
en, 
since 
Hector’s 
partner, 
Guido Farina, is also a Tuscan. 
Hector himself is all wrapped 
up in promoting his Red Rock 
Marina project in Richmond 
on the old ferry pier. Fishing is 
good, he says, and plans are 
being drawn for 1,000 berths, 
ready sometime next year. By 
next summer, look also for bar 
and sandwich faciilties here— 
with a full restaurant to follow 
later.

Teacher Pay Request

Teachers and trustees of the 
Novato Unified School District 
last night continued discussion 
on the relation of district fi­ 
nances to teacher requested 
pay hikes. 


Trustees noted that it may 
take some time to increase 
from the present top district 
salary of $7,960 to the $9,150 
which is the trustee aim. The 
present low salary of $4,600 
would rise to $4,760, trustees 
have agreed.

Discussed Without Quorum 


Lack of a quorum prevented 
the Sausalito City Council from 
official action last night on the 
Marinship Master Plan, but it 
didn’t prevent a public discus­ 
sion.

Ten Marinship property own­ 
ers were present who took 
strong stands on these allega­ 
tions:

Allen’s plan. 
2. All of the light industry 
should be placed in a certain 
area and not be “ checkerboard- 
ed” with apartments in Marin- 
ship’s 141 acres. 
3. The 32-foot height maxi­ 
mum should be eliminated. 
Mayor Ehrlich 
asked the 
property owners to keep up a 
constant effort to put circula­ 
tion and zoning plans into ef­ 
fect by keeping a “ push” on the 
city planning commission and 
council. 
He suggested it would be 
helpful if the property owners 
would provide some kind of ex­ 
planation 
of 
the 
economic 
growth and development of the 
Marinship area and a map 
showing location of plants. 
Cecil Muller of the Hercules 


Glue Co. said it would be help­ 
ful to property owners “ if the 
council would come and see Ma­ 
rinship.” Ehrlich at once set 
a visit for Jan. 7 at 9 a.m., to 
begin at the industrial center 
building. 


Planning Commissioner Paul 
Micou asked owners for data to 
prove that small industry was 
really “going” in Marinship.

UNSAFE TOYS CAN DIM 
HOLIDAY JOY — AND EYES! 


NEW YORK (UP!)—1The toy you buv with the expecta­ 
tion of seeing your youngsters eyes light up on Christmas 
morn could be the cause of their being dimmed forever. 
Dr. John W. Ferree. executive director of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness, citing recent in­ 
juries to youthful eyes from mishandled or unsafe toys, 
called on parents for a twin-pronged campaign of judicious 
toy buying and Christmastide safety education. 
“Parents have a tendency to give their children toys 
that are too advanced for them.” Dr. Ferree said, 
“and 
— most inept or inexperienced handling of the playthings 
leads to tragedy.” 
He told of the three-year-old Boston girl hit in the 
right eye by a playmate's arrow. Also cited w?as the case 
of the Indiana bov who lost half his seeing-powcr when a 
B-B pellet, fired by an 11-year-old playmate, lodged in 
one eye. 
What is the proper age for such toys? 
“There is no definite set year at which any child can 
be ruled old enough for a particular plaything,” Dr. Ferree 
said. 
Rather than by chronological age, parents should 
determine the child’s ability by his emotional development 
and past experience. 
A youngster should be mature enough to know the 
danger involved in a particular toy, and to understand 
completely the safe way to use it.” 
The expert warned against buying a potentially-haz- 
ardous toy for an older child if there is a danger that a 
younger one can at any time get his hands on it. 
Other Christmas safety tips from Dr, Ferree: 
— Avoid sharp edges and objects that break, leaving 
sharp edges. 
—Watch out for flammable toys or costumes, mechani­ 
cal toys with exposed springs or gears, or poorly-construct­ 
ed playthings.

Books Should Be 
Judged On Whole 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
It is interesting to note, up­ 
on occasion, the efforts of cer­ 
tain 
self-appointed 
censors 
who set about telling other 
people what they should and 
should not read. No different 
are these people from those 
who censure government pol­ 
icy and other fields which 
very often they know' nothing 
about. I find it incredulous 
that someone can lead an at­ 
tack on a literary work not 
having read the objectionable 
material in its entirety. Those 
who 
would 
censure 
books 
would do well to read the 
1933 decision of Judge Wool- 
sey e x o n e r a t i n g Joyce's 
Ulysses of the charge of ob­ 
scenity. Much of what he said 
then can apply to works be­ 
ing written and published to­ 
day. The Supreme Court and 
The American Law Institute 
have stated that a work must 
be judged as a whole and not 
by certain w'ords or phrases 
taken out of context. . . . 
If school children seek 
out literary trash, then, they 
don’t have to look for it on 
the school’s library shelf. Any 
bookstore can supply their 
needs; 
any newsstand will 
give them what they want; 
even the mails can render ser­ 
vice. Parents should super­ 
vise the reading of their chil­ 
dren in most cases. But if 
their own reading is limited 
to The Wall Street Journal or 
The Watchtow'er I find it 
strange that they consider 
themselves competent critics 
of our current literature.

A THOUSAND YEARS ago, 
give or take a few decades, 
the C h i n e s e printed the 
world's first known books. 
According 
to 
historians, 
those 
early 
volumes 
were 
rather cumbersome affairs, as 
compared with today’s pocket 
editions. Although printed on 
paper, which the Chnese also 
invented, their type was made 
of clay. Production, it is said, 
was on a somewhat limited 
scale. 
It was to be another cen­ 
tury before Europeans enter­ 
ed the publishing business to 
any degree, although for hun­ 
dreds of years mankind had 
attempted to record knowl­ 
edge in some form or another. 
For many years before Jo­ 
hannes Gutenberg of Mainz, 
Germany, first used moveable 
type to print the forerunner 
of books as we know them—- 
his famous 42-line Bible — 
scholors 
laboriously 
wrote 
the histories of their cultures 
by hand, a process taking 
months and even years to 
produce a single volume. 
In most of Europe they 
wrote on sheets of vellum or 
papyrus. In the civilizations 
of Babylon and Nineveh in 
Asia Minor, the vehicles for 
the written w'ord were clay 
tablets into u'hich symbols 
were pressed before baking 
into a permanent record. 


AFTER GUTENBERG revo- 
lutionized the industry, many 
of the men who had worked 
under him went into business 
for themselves, training oth­ 
ers who were to become the 
ancestors of today’s printers. 
As the wTitten word became 
commonplace, 


De Golines and the Estienne 
family, all of France. 
Promoting the book busi­ 
ness into what it is today was 
not all beer and skittles. Nat­ 
urally, as has been the case 
with most of man’s attem pts 
to raise himself above the 
level of animals/ there was 
opposition to the whole idea. 


ALMOST AS SOON as the 
first books rolled 
off the 
presses, there was a standing 
line of zealots waiting to burn 
them. 
Two of the most success­ 
ful of this breed were Giro­ 
lamo Savonarloa, an Italian 
friar who worked at being a 
religious reformer, denounc­ 
ing the world for its wicked­ 
ness with zest and enthusiasm 
until, in 1498, he was finally 
hanged; and, of course, the 
man whose name has become 
synonymous 
w i t h 
cruelty, 
Thomas De Torquemada, a 
first-rate book-burner wrho, in 
passing, condemned an esti­ 
mated 2,000 persons to death 
by strangulation for holding 
un-Spanish thoughts during 
his 18 years as head of the 
inquisition. 
These two, like their prede­ 
cessors and those who have 
followed them, had one thing 
in common: They have all at­ 
tacked certain books on the 
grounds that the thoughts ex­ 
pressed therein did not meas­ 
ure up to their personal stan­ 
dards. 
All of which reminds me 
there are only eight shopping 
days until Christmas, and I 
must remember to buy a cou­ 
ple of copies of John Stein-- 
beck’s “Of Mice and Men” * 
and J. B. Salinger's “Catcher^- 
m o r e commonplace, m e n 
worked to improve and beau­ 
tify their handiwork — the 
type and the books them­ 
selves—bringing 
about 
the 
creations of such great de­ 
signers as Caslon of England, 
Koch of Germany, Goudy the 
American, and Fournier, Troy,

MOBS SHOUTING “Cuba 
si, Yankee no,” or “Russia 
yes, United States no,” are 
becoming a distressingly fa­ 
miliar part of the Latin Amer­ 
ican scene. 
Latest center in a brushfire 
series of violent anti-Ameri­ 
can demonstrations is Ecua­ 
dor—but with a difference. 
There the mob action is be­ 
ing stirred by the government. 
And the United States, while 
a principal target, is strictly 
a bystander. 
Ecuador, about the size of 
the state of Colorado, lies on 
South America’s west coast 
between Colombia and Peru. 
Quito, its capitol, lies in the 
temperate zone 10,000 feet 
high on the slopes of the 
Andes Mountains. Guayaquil, 
its principal port, lies in the 
midst of the steaming tropics. 


ITS PRESENT quarrel, in 
reality, is with Peru and dates 
back 130 years. 
It is over a huge triangular 
territory larger 
than 
Ger­ 
many, Switzerland and Italy 
combined East of the Andes 
on the headwaters of the 
Amazon River. Its inhabitants 
almost exclusively are wild 
Indian tribes. 
The two nations fought over 
the territory almost from the 
moment Ecuador was pro­ 
claimed a republic in 1830. 
The dispute finally appeared 
settled in 1942 when both na­ 
tions signed a treaty in favor 
of Peru. Guaranteeing the 
treaty were the United States, 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 
On Sept. 1, President Jose 
Maria Velasco Ibarra announc­ 
ed in his inaugural address 
that Ecuador w'ould no longer 
recognize the 1942 treaty. 


THE STIRRINGS of discon­ 
tent across the wrhcle of Latin 
America have not skipped 
Ecuador. And in Ecuador the 
same basic elements are pres­ 
ent, illiteracy and poverty. As 
elsewhere, there also are the 
added element of Castroism 
and the new interest of Mos­ 
cow’ and Peiping. 
The 
head 
of 
Ecuador’s 
Chamber of Deputies was an 


ardent campaigner for Ve­ 
lasco and also is an outspoken 
admirer of Fidel Castro. 
Ecuador’s largest labor un­ 
ion, 
the 
Confederation 
of 
Ecuadorian Workers, is com­ 
munist-influenced, if not com­ 
munist-controlled. 
Velasco was not the first to 
voice 
Ecuador’s 
simmering 
discontent. 


IN 1955, ECUADOR accus­ 
ed Peru of massing 30,000 
troops for invasion of Ecua­ 
dor’s frontier. In 1959, she ac­ 
cused Peru of exaggerated 
rearming. The charges were 
not borne out but they were 
indicative of things to come. 
In the last four years, Ecua­ 
dor has been the recipient of 
U. S. or World Bank loans 
totalling around $50 million 
dollars, but Velasco frequent­ 
ly has been harshly critical 
of U. S. Latin American aid 
policies. 
Last week, the United States 
joined with Argentina, Bra­ 
zil and Chile against Ecua­ 
dor’s renewed demands for 
the disputed territory and an 
outlet to the Atlantic via the 
Amazon. 
Then Velasco turned thfc 
mobs loose against the United 
States and, a la Castro, his 
foreign minister announced 
that if necessary: 
“We 
will 
ally 
ourselveS 
with Russia.”

NEW YORK m — Building 
of fewer homes played a big 
paft in the failure of the na­ 
tion's economy to get rolling 
this year, but new home con­ 
struction is expected to start 
the economy moving in 1961. 
Housing starts this year ap­ 
proached 1.3 million units, ap­ 
proximately 19 per cent below 
the 1959 figure of 1.6 million, 
and the Housing Institute looks 
for this figure to jump to 
1,375,000 in the new year. 
The institute said there are 
many favorable factors for an 
upturn in housing starts, al­ 
though it may not come until 
sometime during the second 
quarter. The concensus among 
economists is for the economy 
to start picking up at mid-year.
